, The report of the Minister of Inland 

Revenue shows the revenue for 1879 to 
have been as follows: Excise, §5,408,- 
192; public works, §-150,855; cuUinf;

•. "*;Kvv atftaips, §16,445— a total of §6,- 
«.1~U087,683, as against §5,685,710 in 1878, 
an increase of §401,973, or about 7 
per cent. There was an increase in 
excise of §520,122, but a decrease in 
r the 'other items. The quantity of 
spirits taken for consumption during 
the past year is greater by 638,385 
gallons, or 21 J per cent., than the 
quantity taken in 1878, and greater 
by 473,597 gallons, or nearly 15 per 
cent., than the average quantity taken 
during the four. preceding yeara Illicit 
distillation is said to bo 'still practiced, 
though the number of seizures was 
less than in 1878. The quantity of 
malt nianufuclured during the past 
fiscal year was greater than the average 
'. . made "during the preceding four years 
by- 1,195,950 lbs., but less than the 
quantity made in 1877-8 by 1,938,063 
Ibsi.vwhile the quantity entered for 
"ji fconsumption in 1878-9 svas greater by 
1,260,450 than the quantity taken for 
consumption daring the preceding year, 
though still less than the average 
quantitv taken during tiio preceding 
four years by 1,985.630 lbs. During 
the. year 25,450,803 lbs. of malt were 
w ,* used'ln the manufacture of malt liquor, 
* and 2,877,719 in distilling. The pro- 
duction of manufactured tobacco dur- 
ing the past fiscal year has been 539,- 
335 lbs. less than was produced in 
1877-78, and less than the average an- 
Q[^'niiil(production during the four pre- 
"ViouB years by 1,015,993 lbs. The be- 
lief is exprcssnd that a largf quantity 
of Canadian tobacco is manufactured 
on which no duty is paid. Ihe revenue 
derived from public works was .§450,- 
853, as against .§507,131 in 1878.

MILITIA. 

The annual report of the state of 
■' ''the Militia shows that there are 37,000 
men in the Active Militia. Of this 
number 19,780 men M-ere exercised for 
12 days last year. The Eeservo Mili- 
tia numbers 655,000 men, and includes 
all men, liable by law, between the 
ages of 18 and 60 years. The report re- 
fers to the two significant military dis- 
- plays at • Montreal and Toronto. It 
suggests that a stronger force of men 
should be embodied for permanent ser- 
vice, and expresses the opinion that it 
is too much self-abnegation to expect 
the ^militia to turn out and face a riot- 
ous mob, many of whom may be rela- 

■ tives^nd near of kin to the troops who 
may bo called out to subdue them. 
The report further suggests that three 
separate training .schools should be es- 
tablished, and congratulates the coun- 
try on being able to manufacture rifled 
guns on the Palliser principle out of 
the old smooth bores. The Lieut. -Gen- 
eral thinks that an Imperial reserve, 
paid by Imperial funds, oflicered and 
recruited from Canada, would be a 
strong support to the milita, and fur- 
ther sB^ests a na.y&l reserve, 

■ MARINE AND FISHERIES. 

The total amount expended on the 
various branches of marine and fisher- 
iet for the fiscal year was §852,678.87. 
The total number of persons engaged 
in the outside service of the depart 
ment was 1,730. There were 443 light 
stations, and 542 lights shown. There 
we. e 29 steam fogs and automatic fog 
horns,' aud the number of light keepers, 
engineers, aud fog whistlers and other 
assistants, vvith crews of light ships, 
was 517. There are seven Dominion 
Bteait»ei;8 uadprxontrol of the depart- 
ment, and a force of river police main- 
tained at Quebec and Montreal. The 
Jmett'orological service has been shown 
to increasp in accuracy, and in 1879 
the percentage of warnings verified was 
83. This branch of die department 
cost §37,000. Tiiere are four observa- 
tories, Toronto, Montreal, Quebec and 
-, St..Johu,i!N* B. The.number of ships 
' of all .claiises remaining on the register 
-bookrt of the Dominion was 7,471, moa 
suring 1,332,094, being an increase of 
two vessel.s, but a decrease of tiie nurn- 
ber of tons of .921 as compared with 
1878. _ ^ "'' 

TEE PUBLIC WORKS REPORT. 

The report of the Minister of Pub- 
_lic Works for 1878 9, which was pre- 
sented to the House to day, is an ela- 
borate summary of the year's proceed- 
ings. ••Mr. Langevin did nob take hold 
ijpf the Department until nearly the 
close of the year, but ho has presented 
the year's work with the singular 
clearness which characterises all his re- 
ports. The sum of §1,379,000 was ex- 
pended by the Department during the 
year, the princijjal new buildings being 
the penitentiary at Dorchester, N.B., 
and the Custom House and Post of- 
fice at St. John, N. B. Nearly §200,- 
000 was spent in deepening the chan- 
nel between Quobec and Montreal, and 
§100,000 in dredging in various /parts 
;: of the Dominion. -

Mr. DoCosmoa — "If the Government 
has, without any information froiu tlie 
exploring parties that would warrant them 
in U^ing^e deot8io^,in favor of the 
Burrafd Inlet linie, decided upon it, I 
naturally conclude that it can only bo for 
the purpose of delay that the exploratory 
parties wore sent out. I go further : — I 
find that no le.ison has been given why 
this route Ims boon adopted by the Oov- 
ernmont. * * * I would much prefer 
if I could state that the district of Kam- 
loops, in the language of the Speech from 
the Throne, is .a ' fertile district,' but, so 
far aa my knowledge aud judgment goes, 
the words, ' fertile district of Kainloops,' 
convoy a false iniproaaion to the House 
and country. The total number of farm- 
ers or stook-raisers in the Kamlpops elec- 
toral diatrict; as evidenced: by tlie voters' 
list, is only about 69; the totaUvotera' list 
is only about 126. . . . Represent- 
ing the feeling of British Columbia in 
the section in which I live, I must state 
that there is a very strong opinion that 
the Govoi'nmont has not acted wisely iu 
giving foreigners the contract for the con- 
struction of tho road. The feeling ia that 
this action is hardly iu acCotdanco : with 
the National Policy designed to protect 
our own people. Any proGta made by 
them will pass out of the Dominion to 
the United States and China. It is be- 
lieved that those foreigners will derive 
further benefits from tho ro.idby influenc- 
ing their |emploj'(<3 to purchase their sup- 
plies from certain traders; aud thus get a 
trade monopoly, and, under tho circum- 
stances, tho gonoral trade of tho country 
will not bo benefitted. I believe tho wisest 
course would have boon to .give the con- 
tracts to our own people, so that if auy 
profit arose directly to tho contractors, 
it would have remained in the country. 
Tho next point iu coiiueciion with tho se- 
lection of this section is that the river has 
boon frozen over for 80 miles up, thus 
preventing any approach' to Emory's Bar. 
For one month _and__oyer no steamboat 
has left Westminster "ana reached Yalo. 
It was frozeji up some time in the month 
of December, and tlio last p.aper3 I have 
received do not show that any steamer 
has reached Yalo. The highest they could 
reach was about 40 miles from Emory's 
Bar. Our people fully expected that the 
Government would do something 'towards 
tho construction of thtvt portion" 'of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway botweea Esqui- 
mau and Nanaimo. It was competent, 
under tho vote of the House, for thoGov- 
emment to have put under contract 00 
miles of that road, but it appears that the 
Government, for reasons which I Impo 
they will bo able satisfactorily to explain, 
did not place sufficient weight on the 
agreements made between British Colum- 
bia, Great Britain and Canada. In 1872 
I asked the present Minister of Public 
Works whether, if the Government se- 
lected the route by way of Burrard Inlet 
and Eraser River, they would build tho 
lino between Esquimalt and Nanaimo,and 
consider it as an integral part of the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway. That honorable 
gentleman rose in his placo and stated 
distinctly, on behalf of tho Government 
as well as for him^elf,,that ,it would.,be^sp 
considered and done. In 1873, the Gov- 
ornment, led by Sir Joliu Macdonald, sent 
to our Province an Grder-in-Council ask- 
ing that wo would reserve a tsvonty-milo 
belt of land from Esquimalt to Seymour 
Narrows. That was dono; and the reservo 
has been continued from that day to this. 
At tho same time, Sir. John. -Macdonald 
sent out an Order-in-Council declaring 
Esquimau tho terminus. A further order 
came also. to tho Chief Engineer in charge, 
instructing him to break ground for the 
Pacific Railway.- This was dono at Esqui- 
malt when I and some others were present. 
A change of Government took place, and 
in the autumn of 1874, tho honorable 
gentleman who now leads the Opposition 
agreed with Great Britain and British 
Columbia that a road should be construct- 
ed between Esquimalt and Nanaimo, and 
that, as soon as tfoasiBlo afte^wa^dsj* §2,- 
000,000 a year should be expendod on the 
construction of the road on tho mainland. 
1 believe the honorable gentleman was in 
earnest, and honestly determined to build 
that section of the road. He sent rails 
there. Ho sent surveyors there, and 
passed a bill through this Huuso, and it 
was only thrown out through a_ coalition 
of Conservatives and some of' the- Ijiberal 
party in the Upper House.' ' 

Mr. Holton — And some British Col- 
umbians. 

Mr. DeCosnios— Thero may possibly 
have been one— at least, only one that I 
am aware of— the Hon. Mr. Cornwall, 
and possibly not him. 

The leader of the Opposition not hav- 
ing control of that bo^j^.^l^lflj^onserva- 
tive party has, ho was'to that' extent ex- 
cused for not pushing that work on. Now 
Lhe leader of the Government was elected 
in Victoria. It had been stated broad- 
cast that he had made pledges to the peo- 
ple of Victoria before bo was elected, 
that he would build that road, and that 
ho would do this and that. Allow mo to 
state on the floor of this House that ho 
;<ivo no pledges whatever. He com- 
manded tho sympathies of tho people who 
elected him. Belioving that a man of 
his large experience aud influence ought 
to be in the Parliament of Canada, I, for 
<mC| voted for and supported him. But, 
sir, we all felt and expected that tlio 
right honorable gentleman and his col- 
leagues would carry out that policy which 
they had initiated when in office before, 
but I do not find anything in the speech 
which wivrrantB mf,'in expBeting^tliat'jtliSlr 
policy of 1873 'will 'bo carriod'out. L-'fe- 
coUect that in a speech made by the hon- 
orable gentleman ni;t long ago at a ban- 
quet, ho said ho was elected without my 
pledge, and that, with God's help, ho 
would meet the expectations of his con- 
stituents. I sincerely hope that declara- 
tion may be fulfilled, and it is for that 
object, to draw his attention and'the at- 
tention of his ministers to his former 
policy, and with a view to taking action 
during this present session, that I raised 
this question. Without a railway run- 
ning through Vancouver Island, tho in- 
terests of tho people of that island- would 
be better served if they had joined the 
United States. Without such a railway 
their interests are distinctly with the 
neighboring Republic. But, their sym- 
pathies being English, they preferred to 
sacrifice to a largfl/oxteat cthcft ii^ii^osent 
pecuniary interests with the object of 
making the Confederation of Canada a 
reality. I hope that this Government 
will not pursue such a course as will keep 
up tho irritation that now 'exists, an ir- 
ritation thatJiiasonly beon-^partly allay- 
ed by the givingjout of the contract for 
the Emorj'^svBar-^aectlon. The legisla- 
ture of our province has not met for the 
year 1880, but I fully believe that, when 
that Legislature sliall have met and the 
question of railways shall have come be- 
fore it, it will again ask and insist that 
the agreement already made for tho con- 
struction of thoEsquim.iltandNanaiinosoc- 
tion shall be carried out. If that arrange- 
ment is not carried out by this Govern- 
ipent, ,1 ,bflli§ye,they;iWill caicry .their -,ap?

peals again, elsewhere, and ask the aid of 
the Imperial Government ^.td; induce, if 
possible, the Government of Caiiada to 
carry out tho agreement of 1874. I be- 
lieve I have said enough to show the ex- 
pectation of tho people of Vancouver 
Island, and I am of opinion that none of 
tho mainl.iiid constituoucies would object 
to seeing that carried out. The members 
of tho Local Legislature eonsider tho 
Govenimont of Canada aliould, by all 
means, build tho road between Esquimalt 
and Nanaimo. Tho Board of Trade of 
British Columbia has recently forwarded 
here a certain preamblu and resolutions 
in which they ask that tho bargain made 
should be carried put. That board is not 
constituted of a class that is likely to bo 
carried away by mere feeling ; but, after 
duly considering all the bearings of the 
case, they have sent a circular here that I 
behove many members of tho House have 
received. ' The fact that tho Local Legis- 
lature is backed up by a body so influen- 
tial, having most of the bankers and mer- 
chants in connection with it, ought to 
carry such weight, at least, as to induce 
this Government to take the matter into 
consideration, and obtain a voto of this 
House, for tho building of tho Esquimalt 
and. Nanaimo lino. 

Mr. Barnard — I would not undertake 
to say anything on this question at pro- 
sent," was"! not given to uiidetatand that 
tho speech of tho member for Victoria 
(Mr. DeCosmos) was calculated to mis- 
lead the House, aud create tlio impression 
that tho people of British Columbia were 
not .satisfied with tho selection of tho rail- 
way route made — tho 130 inilo section ro- 
(orrod to in the speech. I was in that 
lion, gentleman's constituency when tho 
news arrived that the Government had 
adopted tho Burrard Inlet route, and had 
no hesitation in saying that it was gladly 
received by almost every individual. 1 
can fairly challonge that hon. gentleman 
to find a baker's dozen of his supporters 
to say the route chosen is r.ot tho proper 
Olio. With regard to his complaint of 
the delay last year, I would simply say 
that on all occasions when del.aya wero 
sought ho assisted in obtaining them in 
tho hope that a route inoro consonent 
with his views would bo adopted. It ill 
becomes any hon. gentleman from Vic- 
toria or British Columbia to take ground 
against tho present location. It was de- 
cided upon after mature consideration, by 
both Governments, and met tho views of 
the people of British Columbia, Tho rea- 
son for the present selection ia well un- 
derstood there; as there oxista between 
tho frontier of British Columbia and the 
interior, or grain growing portion of the 
country, tho groat caiion of tho Frasor, 
where the cost of transport is so groat 
that, I believe, there has not been tran- 
sported a bushel of grain for export or 
consumption at the seaboard. Iho whole 
frontier is being supplied with flour made 
in the State of Oregon; nay, the farmers 
of Vancouver Island and the lower main- 
land aro using Oregon flour, whilo there 
is an abundance of tho home made article in 
tho interior.' Thti completion of this sec- 
tion of the railway will bring the two sec- 
tions of country referred to in the speech 
together, and enable tho farmers of tho 
interior to supply tho increasing demand 
being created at the seaboard. The hon. 
'gentleman speaks of tho small number of 
farmers settled near Kamloops. Is it any 
wonder that there are so few farmers in 
that section, or that people hesitate to 
settle on lands so situated, or that littlo 
or no gmin 18 grown in the interior? The 
reasons are obvious, there is no market 
whatever. The remarks of the hon. gen- 
tleman astonished mo the nioro because 
the firat speech I ever h^ard him qiake in 
reference to the railway"wa8 one' in which 
ho extolled this route, selected ifaP'tho 
only one that would bo of any service to 
British Columbia. He was eloquent in 
his advocacy of this route, ami of tho con- 
nection of the rich districts of tho interior 
with the seaboard of British Columbia. I 
regret exceedingly that any British Col- 
umbia representative should havo spokon 
as he has to-night. I do not think that 
wo ought to regard this as a purely Bri- 
tish Columbia question. The Pacific 
Railway was not designed for British Col- 
un^bia aWy-more than British Columbia 
ivas made for that railway. It is part and 
parcel of tho great political scheme chalk- 
ed out at Confederation — tho great trans- 
continental railway is to bo built in the 
interest of tho Dominion aud not in that 
Cf'Britisli CnliimVii;v alone. 



Australia. 



The steamer City of Sydney arrived 
at San Francisco on the 24th ult. with 
dates to February 3d. The following 
items are from exchanges: 

A fire occurred in Hamilton East, 
New Zealand, on January i2d, at 
about two o'clock, destroying a black- 
smith's and wheelwright's shop occu- 
pied by Swann, and a dweIling-hou.se 
occupied by White. Tlie fire obtained 
sucli a good hold before it was discover- 
ed that very few people were alarmed. 
Tho Wliites escaped in their night 
clothes, saving nothing but one oh. a: 
of drawers and the bed-clothes. The 
exertions of by.standers prevented the 
further spread of the flames. 

A Mauritius telegram states that 
since January 8,900 tons of flour havo 
been bought in Adelaide and Mel- 
bourne. 

Tiio sum of .£5,500 has been re- 
mitted by Sydney to the Lord Mayor 
of London as a contribution toNvard the 
Irish belief fund. Thirty-sis' Chinese, 
residents of Sydney, sub.scribed jG114. 

The Victoria Parliament v/as dis- 
solved on the 5 ill of February. 

In the New South Wales Legisla- 
tive Assembly James Weston, Colonial 
Treasdrer, announced that the Gov 
ernment had no intention to projiose 
additional taxation iu lieu of the in- 
tended excise duty on Colonial beers 
and tobacco, recently rejected or with- 
drawn. 

Four men were seen tampering with 
the telegraph line " near ' Beiidlln, Vic- 
toria, with horses near, They are aup- 
(josed to be the KoUys/ ' .Inspector 
Cannon and black troopers havo start- 
ed in pursuit. 

The total amount raised in New 
South Wal,!s for tho year 1879, from 
taxation, including .£112,371 for li- 
censes, was only £1,284,439, while

The Sofenos'Of Ssiiiaimal^ XTaaaimo 
ani the Ooaat Line ffenorAll7 — The 
Qra-Tin? Sook. 

The annual report of the state of tho 
Militia of the Dominion of Canada reach- 
ed us by yesterday's mail. A considerable 
portion of the book is devoted to a con- 
sideration of tho defences ot British Col- 
umbia to e.tamine into and report upon 
which Cols. Lovell and Strange visited 
the Province last summer. General 
Smj-th refers to tho necessity of having 
the British possessions on tho Pacific 
vvell guarded and impresses on tho 
Government the necessity of protecting 
the coal stores of Nanaimo, by throwing 
up defensive works. The peninsula, which 
.is bounded on tho one side by Esquimalt 
Basin and on tho other by tho narrow in- 
let called " Tho Gorge," possesses great 
capabilities of defence and should bo for- 
tified. The peninsula could be made 
practically impregnable by placing a re- 
doubt on and occupying!, the ;h6igHts with 
stifficient gaWsbn. Th6 fortification of 
Signal Hill, would bo a commanding point 
whence to ungage an enemy's ship ap- 
proaching from tJio sea, and render Es- 
quimau Basin a shell trap to any vessel 
that might enter it. Gen. Smyth re- 
marks that Lieut. -Col. Irwin does not 
consider tho naval stores inan exposed posi- 
tion or the graving dock unsafe, nor like- 
ly to bodostroyod by an enemy's fire. It 
would bo diflicult to secure Victoria Pen- 
insula from a coinbineil land and sea at- 
tack; but E.squimalt properly fortified 
and the guns manned by trained artillory- 
mon would bo safe. .; . " 

The position of Esquimalt, as with re- 
ference to the Straits of San Juan do 
Fuca, tho channels of Haro and Rosario, 
tho entrance of Pugot Sound, and tho 
general configuration of tho locality, 
seems admirably adapted for protection 
and command. Onco tho railway is in 
working order the question of supplies, 
reliefs, etc. , will receive most satisfactory 
solution, and its otherwise unprotected 
terminus at Burrard Inlet seems to fur- 
nish the stroiuji'st argxinciits in J\tvor of re- 
taininij I'JsquimaU and reiuleying ii thor- 
oughly senure as a naval station and manne 
arsenal. It inaij he expected that the oeean 
terminw of the. raihvay will in fiijie he lo- 
cated at Esquimalt or Barclay jS'oiou/, and 
Great Britain cannot jwssibly neglect the. 
advantages FsqiiimaH affords as a .itr'it»gic 
narcd base in the North Paeijic. 

Reference is next made to the contig- 
uity of the Russian naval stations in the 
North Pacific, possible aggressions- -from 
which might l)o truarded against by pro- 
tecting Es((uiniiilt and Nanaimo. iiVeri/ 
consideration, icontd .■.'ct/u to .•.tamp Esqui- 
malt before any otlier place ill the Pacific 
as the proper naval baseand coitling stnlion. 
To withdraw from it might. beto_rnn tht 
Yisk in time of trar of being swe.pi out of 
the Pacific. 

Tho importance of Vancouver as a 
naval b.-vse and the conso([uence3 of losing 
it renders the railway across tho Do- 
minion one vitally concerning tho whole 
Empire; and for these rensons it is most 
desirable that Vancouver Island should 
never be abandoned by our ships of war. 
Esquimalt is available for ships of any 
tonnage or draft of water to run into in a 
gcde of wind by day or niglit, wliere they 
can anchor in from seven to nine fathoms 
in a landlocked banin. The necessity for 
a graving dock at Esquimalt is next en- 
larged upon and tho construction is warm- 
ly recommended. 

The report of Col. Strange appears in 
the appendi.x. He says: There appears 
to me no place so suitable for a naval »ta- 
tioii as Esquimalt." There are many 
dilHculties, he continues, "that present 
themselves to the complete defence of 
Esquimalt; but it cannot be advisable to 
ignore tho largo sums of money that have 
been already spent by tho Imperial Gov- 
ernment on the dockyard; on the graving 
dock by tho Provincial. Government to 
which a subsidy has been promised by the 
Imperial Government; and finally, the ex- 
penditure on the batteries built by tho 
Dominion Government. The abandon- 
ment of Esquimau as an Imperial and 
naval station with a graving dock in favor 
of H more southern port not in our own 
territories, and where there ia no natural 
supidy of coal on the plea of greater 
commercial interests south of San' JBVan- 
cisco would, I believe, be a mistake of a 
very grave character 

A plan for tho fortification of Esqui- 
malt and Victoria with batteries is pre- 
sented, and material for a torpedo system 
at Esquimau is recommended. The 
militia force of tho Province is computed 
at 179, and the population capable of 
The most suitable 



of the Frasor. The importance of fortify- 
ing Nanaimo is urged. 

Appendix No. 10 ia a proposition from 
Lieut. -Colonel Scoblo of Toronto for tho 
employment of his company of engineers 
to construct fortifications, at Yancouver 
Island. ' ' 

The report could not bo nio'ro satisfac- 
tory. The importance of Esquimalt to 
tho Empire ia boldly and eloquently 
stated, and there is little doubt that, be- 
fore many years, it will bo not only the 
chief naval station but tho terminus of 
the Canadian Pacific railway as well.

Isaac M. Humphreys camo to this Pro- 
vince from San Irancisco at tho time of 
tho gold exoitcment, .md died hero in 
18G7, leaving real and personal property 
in tlio Province, the proceeds of the sales; 
of which by tho Official Administrator, 
Mr. Woods, amounted to §0,536, and was 
paid in as above mentioned. Tho pro- 
ceeds of tho real estate, amounting to 
about SGOO, under tho lex ni sit.e, would 
go to tho hoir exclusively ; of theporsonal 
estate, amounting to about $5,90U, to the 
wifo and child accordhig to tho {ex domi- 
cilii. 

Tho widow and child, the present claim- 
ants, aro and have nlw.iys been residents 
of tho United States — formerly in Califor- 
nia, latterly in Misiouri. Tlie alVidavit 
of Susan Hunqihrcyj swears to tho mar- 
riage at San Francisco in November, 
1858, followed by cohabitation as man 
and wife — her pregnancy and birth of 
Mary Elizabeth, tho other claimant, in 
September, 1859, as the lawful issue of 
such marriage, and in corroboration there- 
of produces a number ml letters addressed 
to her by the said I. M. Humphreys as his 
wifo, remitting her monies, giving hor 
directions and speaking to and of herself 
and child in tho ordinary terms of en- 
dearment and aflfectation under similiar 
circumstances. The letters are accom- 
panied by the envelopes bearing the post 
mhrks, stamps, dates and post office ad- 
dresses corresponding with the contents, 
and from their old, tattered and discolor- 
ed appearance confirm jirima facie tho 
truth of the assertion as to the times when 
they were written. There are also the 
affidavits as well as tho personal examina- 
tion and cross-examination taken at 
this hearing in this Court of Dr. 
Hitchcock, an old arid respected physician 
in San Francisco of tho hi;ihest standing, 
setting forth that he was acquainted with 
both tho said Isaac M. Humphreys and 
the said Susan Humphreys in 1853 and 
'59, and thence on to 18GG; that, up to the 
timu of her going east, and the said I. M. 
Humphreys coming to Victoria, they liv- 
ed together as man and wife and were so 
rcceivud and recognized. That ho attend- 
ed them both aa tho family physician, 
examined her as to pregnancy at the hus- 
band's request, in order to determina 
whether she was in a state to bear the 
voyage by tho Isthmas round to New 
York and Boston; was the medium for tho 
transmission of letters and funds between 
them, identified one of tlio envelopes as 
in his own handwriting; that ho saw and 
recognized her in 1870, and also again in 
Missouri last year; that her daughter was 
with her and that at their earnest request 
he came on to get the money from the 
Government of British Columbia. 

There is also an affidavit from high le- 
gal authority in California that marriages 
taking place as this is described, are legal 
in that State and in the United States. 

In my opinion, a legal marriage, and is- 
sue recognizable by the Courts of this coun- 
try have been proved to tho satisfaction 
of the Court, and tho claimants arc on- 
titled to the order asked for ; but as Mr. 
Harrison, on behalf of tho Crown, 
objects to tho shortness of tho 
time he has had relative to 
the bearing- on tho present petition, 
though ho docs not intimate that he has 
any knowledge of the existence of other 
legal tluimant.s, and tliovigh this case has 
been practically before tho Court for a 
twelvemonth past, a similar application 
having been made to mo and hoard in 
March, 1879, opposed by himself on behalf 
of the Government, continued by several 
adjournments until May, and finally dis- 
missed on tho grounds that tho parties 
were not properly before tho Courta, the 
heir not being represented at all, yet as I 
cannot presume that tho Government of 
British Columbia have any other object 
than to do what is right with reference 
to tho trust funds in their hands, follow- 
ing tho example of Vice Chan. Wood in an 
analogous case. (Ro Hodaon's Will, 31, 
L. J., C. C.,1055.) I shall make the or- 
der for the payment of tho share of tho 
personal estate due - to the said Susan 
Humphreys as the widow of the said 
Isaac M. Humphreys, according to the 
law of her domicile; and in the case of 
Mary Elizabeth Humphreys, as tho heir 
of the said Isaac Humphreys, of tho en- 
tire proceeds of tho real estate and of the 
balance of the personal estate — tho ex- 
penses of this present application, and of 
the opposing thereof by the Crown, be- 
ing first deducted beforo any such appor- 
tionment or payment ; but direct . the 
drawing up of such order to be postponed 
until the 4th day of May next so as to 
give tho Government a reasonable time 
to make further inquiries. 

In Luck. — News was received here 
yesterday from San Francisco that Mr. 
D. Cunnnings, well-known as a fortunate 
Cassiar miner, has sold out his interests 
in. several 'ckitha^cin. Tombstone District, 
Arizona,' for ihe 'sn'iig little' sum of S75,- 
000. Mr. Cummings was married in this 
city only a week ago and left for San 
Francisco with his bride hy the direct 
steamer on Monday last.

Senator Xlacdpnald'a Speech on tho 
. :. "'AddroBs. 

Hon. Mr. Macdonald — ^Tbose por- 
tions of tlie speech from tho Throne 
liRving refcrenco to the abundant har- 
vest and the revival of trade, are most 
atifying, although the prosperous 
wave, or "boom," lias not yet reached 
the PaciQc Province; jet it is beginning 
to be felt ill other parts of the Do- 
minion, and I have listened with much 
pleasure to the testiuiony to that efl'ect 
coming from tho Province of Nova 
Scotia. Whether the Government liad 
anything to do with the harvest or not, 
probably a connection can be traced. 
It seems to me that the prospects of a 
better home market would lead farmers 
to exercise more care in putting in 
tlieir crojis and in securing them; and, 
many of us are believers in Provi- 
dence, why should wo not believe that 
Providence smiles on the country when 
a Conservative Goverunient is in ofiice] 
Since the gentlemen from Nova Scotia 
spoke, I have noticed the most marvel- 
ous account of an abundant harvest 
and prolific soil — for which tho Gov- 
ernment, i)erhap», may claim some 
credit, as u result of the National 
Policy. It is that a family in the 
county of Pictou has been blessed with 
five children at one birth. I should 
think this.' would cause a decline in the 
olive-branch line. The announcement 
that contracts have been awarded for 
127 miles of railway in British Co- 
lumbia is satisfactory, and I have to 
congratulate the Government on its 
commencement to keep faith with that 
Province. I cannot now congratulate 
the Govornnient on the route adopted; 
at the same time I would not take 
upon nijscif to say, if another year's 
delay were caused, stay the present 
contracts, and next year take another 
line. But I did hope that tho Govern- 
ment would' have deemed it wise to 
have selected the line through the 
fertile Peace River country and the 
mineral lands of Vancouver Island. I 
am, however, willing to hope that what 
has been done will turn out to bo a 
wise and good solc^olion. In discussing 
the railway contracts awarded in Brit- 
ish Columbia, the lion, gentleman from 
Ottawa, (Mr. Scott,) has made use of 
extraordinary language. Coming as it 
does from a member of a former ad- 
ministration who if they meant nothing- 
as the words of the lion, gentleman 
would indicate — meant deception. The 
Government to which the hon. gentle- 
man belonged selected and adopt- 
ed the piece of road now hap- 
pily under contract in British 
Columbia. Was that done to deceive, or 
what was it done for ] The Government 
to wbich tho hon. gentleman belonged 
cal'id f jr tenders for tho construction of 
thiit pijce of road. Was that done to de- 
ceive, or what was it done for 1 The Gov- 
Grnuicnt to which the hon. gentleman be- 
longed moved a lot of steelrails a distance 
of 140 miles at a cost of §,30,000 to the 
very spot, indicated for the commence- 
ment of this piece of road. What was that 
done for ! Did it mean nothing? Was 
ittodoecivo? I blame no Government 
or person who would boldly state that tlie 
bargain with British Columbia was in- 
capable of fulfilment, and would rocom- 
mond placing tho Province back whore it 
was in 1871, but I do blamo any person 
or Government who would practice decep- 
tion on a young and weak Province; who 
woulil go on wasting time and money in 
deception. I think it is well that tho 
Government which received British Col- 
umbia into tho Federal system is placed 
in a position to treat it with some justice.
